Men who have demonstrated their 
ability to think beyond the moment to consider all of the factors 
which may affect QCWA, and who sacrifice considerably to serve. it 
is these men who have given us our QCWA, and they are to be honored. 


it is of considerable importance to mention that Chapters should not 
nominate a man who cannot actively participate, There is moderate 
expense, which must be born by the individual, and of importance, 
we need active officers and directors who will devote their time 
to planning for QCWA, Do not nominate a man as a reward for being a 
nice guy = truly nice quys do not want an office under those terms, 
and QCWA needs men who can and wilt contribute of themselves. 


As a final caution remember that nominees should be men or women who 
can work with others. A political sense is required - do not put up 
a radical man for office because he will be frustrated in his effort 
to introduce violent or wide-ranaino chanoe in OCWA and will, there- 
fore prove ineffectual as your representative. Nominate officers who 
will able to work with others, men who have broad experience and 
dezonstrated ability to work on a team and create confidence.

Reprint of “Radio Stations of the United States" revised Government 
List dated December 31, 1913 


The following information is published in accordance with Section 1 
of an Act of Congress entitied "An Act to Regulate Radio Communica- 
tion, approved August 13, 1912." The following information concerns 
the issuance of call-letters under the enacted legislation. 


Amateur Radio Stations: "Call-letters for Amateur Stations in the 
United States will be awarded by Radio Inspectors, each for his own 
district. (Call letters shal] consist of three items, 2 given figure 
first, followed by two letters of the alphabet, thus may be combined 
in 598 different calls, which will probably suffice for the Amateur 
sending stations in most districts for some time to come. Radio 
Inspectors will insert amateur station calls in stations license 
according to this system, and will keep @ permanent chart of 598 
squares, lettered with the alphabet from jeft to right and from 
top to bottom (A to W), inserting in the appropriate square the 
serial license number of the station to which the call-letters were 
awarded, Within these iimitations, Radio Inspectors will use their 
discretion fn the award of calls, avoiding, of course, duplications. 
When a station is abandoned and the license cancelled, or if a lic- 
ense shall be forfeited for violation of law, the cati assigned to 
it may be allotted to another station. [f the entire 598 calis have 
been exhausted in any district, Radio Inspectors will issue additi- 
onai calls, consisting of the ficure of the district followed by 
three letters. From such combinations should be excluded the com- 
binations of SOS and PRB, all three-letter combinations beginning 
with QR or QS, all combinations involving the repetition of the same 
letter three times, three-letter combinations beginning with K, &, W 
X, ¥, Z, and other combinations, which for various reasons, inter- 
national, national, local or fndividual, may be objectionable, With 
such exclusions, over 10,000 calls will remain for each district... 
Calls for special classes of stations, such as experimental stations 
for the development of radio cormunication, technical and training 
school stations, and special Amateur stations wili de allotted by 
the Bureau of Navigation. The special calls will consist of three 
items, the number of the radio district, followed by two letters of 
the alphabet, The first letter will be: X, for experimental radio 
stations; Y, technicai and training schoois; 2, special Amateur 
stations. Twenty-six different combinations for each class in each 
district, of course, are possible. If more should prove necessary 
ay class in any district, a third Vetter will be added to the 
call,

call-letters allotted by the Wireless Association of America before 
the Bureau of Mavigation began licensing Amateur-Radic stations. the 
list was issued by the U. S, Government and was correct as of Dec- 
ember 31, 1913.
